SAN FKANCIBCO, December 26.—"The 


sale of granted land belonging to the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company lias 
been very small in 1893, compared to 
the sales of previous years," said W. H. 
Mills, the company's laud agent, today. 
"Business lias not been more than, half 
what it ought to have been ; not more 
than hnlf what it was in the last twelve 
months. I ascribe this decrease in bus- 
iness to the low price of lumber and beef. 
Most hinds now held by the Centra] 
Pacific Company are timber and grazing 
lands. When there is a Blow demand 
for beef and lumber nobody is anxious 
to buy our lands. In Capay valley 
tilings have been different. There we 
have disposed [of /-forty-two subdivisions 
pi laud, which is equivalent to establish- 
ing forty-two new homes. Xour Merceil 
the Crocker lands are also being rapidly 
taken." 


Jerome Madden, land agent of the 


.Southern Pacific company, said : "The 
situation this year has been deplorable. 
I never saw it so bad. The actual sales 
were so small that I am ashamed to 
make a statement for publication. The 
total will not exceed 17,000 acres.
